From 1945-49, Mr. Markov worked in Bavaria, Southern Ger- 
many for UNRRA which later changed to International Refugee 
Organization, (IRO). He served also as an interpreter and sup- 
ply officer. During the same period Mr. Markov wrote essays 
and published books on poetry and translations.

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Sociology Students Enjoy Trip 
To San Francisco and Prison»

Over 100 MPC students found themselves within the walls 
of San Quentin prison recently. The students, all members of 
Dr. Louis Balsam’s sociology 2 classes, were on an annual 
field trip which included visits to Chinatown, Little Italy, and 
the California State Penitentiary at San Quentin. 

How do you picture most prisons? Surrounded by high thick 
‘walls? The first impression of San Quentin was not quite what 
we thought it would be. The penitentiary is surrounded by a 
double row of high fences, with entrance through two gates. 
A guard is at the first gate, checking visitors for firearms, 
liquor, and narcotics. A high tower is located near the second 
entrance, and spotlights play over the outer yard, The prison 
itself is a maze of buildings, inner walls, and catwalks. 

The tour was guided by Assistant Warden Lorenzan, who led 
us first to the gas chamber. The room is a steel and glass en- 
closure, just large enough for two seats. Lorenzan pointed out 
that San Quentin is the instrument for execution of those who 
have committed major crimes in California. He added that the 
administration of the penitentiary is merely carrying out the 
will of the State, and that the gas chamber is a reflection of 
the attitudes of the people of California. 

The cells at San Quentin are windowless rooms, approxi- 
mately four feet by nine feet, and each cell, although intended 
for only one inmate, houses two because of over-crowded con- 
ditions. The cell block was one of the most impressive parts 


of the San Quentin tour. 


There is a TV screen between the rows of cells in the honor 
cell blocks, radio programs are scheduled for the inmates th- 
rough the day, and the inmates are allowed to read, study, or 

/work with crafts. But there remains the picture of the small, 
| barred cells. In the San Quentin News, Rafael Ortiz wrote ‘‘pri- 
\son to me is a dark, cold room full of loneliness and there is 


no light in it.”’ 


We, also visited the vocational shops, where the inmates 
spin, weave, and manufacture their own uniforms of blue pants 
and/shirts. We saw the Catholic chapel, which was surprisingly 
large and very beautiful;. and the Protestant chapel, where a 
choir sang three religiouS-numbers. San Quentin has a full re- 
ligious program, including a School of Religion which offers 


over a dozen courses. 


The mess hall is divided into four sections, and the parti- 
tions between the sections are covered with beautiful murals 
depicting the history of California, The murals were done by 2 
group of inmates, who spent over a year working on them. 

Those on the field trip got a first hand opportunity. to observe 
the living conditions of minority groups in the United States 


in the visit to Chinatown and Little Italy. Some of the places 
visited by the students were the Chinatown telephone exchange, 
the new Buddist Temple which is now under construction in 
Chinatown, churches, housing projects, curio shops, markets, 
and stores, in both the Chinese and the Italian sections. |

After all the information had been gathered and worked up 
so that it was presentable, the various teams came together 
and presented it to the class. From the material presented,- 
each member of the police training class made up his own in- 


dividual accident report.

case to the court. The legality of the case was determined.

There has been.a study going on in California 
for the past three years called the ‘‘Restudy of 
Higher Education in California’’. 
paid for by taxpayers through legislation, cost 
the state of California approximately $100,000: 
The findings and recommendations of the Restudy 
are of significance to every Californian. 

Within the next three years California colleges 
will find themselves strapped with heavy en- 
roliments due to ‘*War Babies’’ from World War II. 
and coupled with the heavy influx of population 
into this state. This will present many problems 

_. in the field of higher education. 


This study, 


The restudy group made 
the following recommendations. 
Universities should devote 
their energies to professional 
training in upper division work 


and graduate fields. State col- 


leges should emphasize tea- 
cher-training and semi-prof- 
essional learning of four and 
five year nature. A further re- 
commendation was that no four 
year colleges or campuses of 
University of California be 
built until 1960. 

Universities and colleges 
should look forward to reduc- 
tion of lower division offer- 
ings. For example, UC will 
reduce its freshman engineer- 
ing class from a former enroll- 


ment of 200 to 50. | 
The need for lower division 


education must be taken up 
by the junior colleges. In lieu 
of this, 30: additional J.C.’s 
will be constructed in Calif-| 
fornia.
